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HEAVENLY RECOGNITION —No. 4.

“Thy brother shall rise again.”” John 11: 23. 


The idea of future recognition is precious and salu- 
tary. Its tendency is to purify the desires of the heart, 
elevate the thoughts, and bring man more and more 
under the influence of “the world to come.” Many 
have been brought to Christ by this sweet influence. 
It makes heaven a reality,and kee; s it before the mind. 
We think of heaven vaguely unless we think of it as 
the home of our friends. Christ is the chief light and 
attraction of heaven, yet he reveals to us the multitude 
of worshipers there among whom are our sainted dead. 
This awakens a new interest in our minds, and kindles 
a home-like feeling in the soul. We hear of a distant 
country and of its many attractions, but it is vague 
and unreal to our minds’. We can not feel a very deep 
interest in it, and it is a co}d, distant land to us; but let 
some of our dear friends go there to make it their 
home, and immediately it becomes an object of inter: 
est to us. We want to know all about it. Thus it is 
with heaven when we come to régard it as the eternal 
home of our friends. It is no longer a strange, distant 
country, but the home of our friends, and the place 





where we soon shall join them. This gives it a dis- 
tinctness and intensity to all our thoughts of it. Our 
hearts are there, and we live init. It throws a sweet 
influence over us that draws us towards heaven as the 
magnet draws the steel. ‘Several years ago,” says a 
pastor, “I was called to attend the funeral of a child 
five years of age. She had sickened and died suddenly. 
The father I knew not, except that he was an infidel. 
The child had attended my Sabbath-school, and she 
left behind some interesting conversation with several 
members of the church. This, after the child died, 
was communicated to the bereaved mother for her con 

solation. At the funeral the mother appeared more 
deeply interested in the subject of her own salvation 
than that of the loss of her child. The next Sabbath 
this family were at church, and requested prayers that 
their afflictions might be sanctified. They continued 
to attend my church Sabbath after Sabbath, and on the 
fifth Sabbath the father became hopefully pious. Soon 
after this his wife became pious, and then a sister, and 
then a young lady residing in the family; and the fa- 
ther, mother, sister, and young lady, all on the same 
Sabbath, made a public confession of their faith in the 
Lord Jesus Christ. That father is now a pillar in the 
church. This great change in that family was pro- 
duced by the death of that child.” ‘A little child 
shall lead them,” said the prophet, and following their 
sainted child into heaven, they realized that they were 
not prepared to meet it there; and this led to humble 
and saving penitence. There are none on earth so near 
to us as our children, and when they leave us and as- 
cend to heaven they draw our hearts after them. We 
long to meet them again, and this longing brings us 
under the sweet influence of heaven. 

Lamartine, in his lite of Columbus, describes his ap- 
proach to America. “One day at sunrise some rushes 
recently torn up were seen near the vessel; a plank 
evidenty hewn by an ax; a stick skillfully carved by 
some cutting instrument; a bough of hawthorn in 
blossom; and lastly a bird’s nest on a branch which 
the wind had broken, and full of eggs, on which the

of Columbus. Delicious and unknown per- 
fumes reached the vessels from the dim outlines of the 
shore, with the roar of the waves upon the reefs and 
the soft land breeze. In a few hours his feet trod the 
sands of a new world.” 

A friend of ours, watching by the side of his sick 
wife, spoke of evidences of Christianity; he wanted 
nothing to show its truth than her patience and Chris- 
tian meekness. Her life to him was like the breeze to 
Columbus, pointing out not a nearing land, but a near- 
ing heaven. The sorrows and the joys, the sickness 
and death of our beloved, all tell us we draw near that 
new world where God shall wipe away all tears, and 
where there shall be no more death. 

This hope of a reunion in heaven is full of consola- 
tion in the hour of bereavement, and millions of hearts 
have been comforted by it. A Moravian missionary, 
who had buried two of his little ones upon the Labra- 
dor coast, said: “I was once standing by the grave of 
my little ones, under a brilliant and cloudless sky, 
when suddenly a shadow passed over the green turf. 
Looking up for the cause, I beheld a snow-white gull 
winging her lofty flight through the air. The thought 
immediately struck me—thus it is with the dear objects 
of my mournful remembrance. Here lies the shadow, 
but above is the living principle. Nor was the reflec- 
tion without comfort to my wounded spirit, since of 
such is the kingdom of heaven.” 

Our children are gone but not lost. They still live, 
and are at home in heaven under the loving care of the 
dear Savior. The angels are their companions an 
teachers, and are forever free from all suffering 


and sorrow. é think of them not as in the grave, 
but as angels among the exalted inhabitants of heaven. 


“Neither can they die any more; for they are equal 
unto the angels; and are the children of God, being 
the children of the resurrection.” They are waiting 
our coming. They beckon us tocome. They stand 
ready to welcome us to their beautiful home, and will 
be the first to meet us on the evergreen shore. This 
hope takes away the bitterness of death, and enables 
us to rejoice even in the midst of our desolated homes. 
“Thanks be to God, which giveth us the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ.” 

This hope of a reunion and recognition in heaven 
opens to us a glorious prospect of intellectual, spiritual, 
and social communion with the pure and good of all 
ages. We leave this world to be with Christ and the 
innumerable host of the redeemed in heaven, and there 
we will find communion with kindred spirits. The 
poet goes to commune with all Christian poets gone be- 
fore, the philosopher to commune with philosophers 
and men of science of all ages, the child of faith and 
love to commune with the holy confessors and martyrs, 
the minister to enjoy holy converse with the noble 
army of ministers gathered there. There our nature 
will be perfected, our surroundings will be perfectly 
adapted to our nature, all our wants will be met and 
satisfied, and we will be perfectly happy in the holy 
communion and fellowship of heaven. “Beloved, now 
are we the sons of God, and it doth not yet appear 
what we shall be; but we know that, when he shall ap- 
pear, we shall be like him; for we shall see him as he 
is.’ ‘Then shall the righteous shine forth as the sun 
in the kingdom of their Father.” ‘And they that be 
wise shall shine as the brightness of the firmament; 
and they that turn many to righteousness, as the stars 
forever and ever.” ‘And as we have borne the image 
of the earthy, we shall also bear the image of the heav- 
enly.” “For this corruptible must put on incorrup- 
tion, and this mortal must put on immortality. So 
when this corruptible shall have put on incorruption, 
and this mortal shall have put on immortality, then 
shall be brought to pass the saying that is written, 
Death is swallowed up in victory. O death, where is 
thy sting? O grave, where is thy victory?”

Would you 
meet them there? Then you must be Christians. You 
must accept Christ as your Savior and King.

These tearful words lately broke upon the stillness of 
the death chamber, thrilling with awe the ears of all 
present, as in accents of despair they burst from the 
lips of a dying woman: “I am going to God, and I don’t 
know him!”

[A paper read at a ministerial institute at Emerson, 
New York, October, 1885.] 

No man that believes the Bible will deny the sover- 
eignty of God. Conceding the doctrine to be true, all 
things are part of the divine plan. ‘All things are of 
God,” is the declaration of the apostle to the Gentiles, 
and to affirm the opposite is to call in question the 
supreme rule of the great Creator of all worlds. All 
will concede the ability of the Creator to govern the 
worlds he has the power to create. If the Infinite 
One has said by his Son, “Not even a sparrow falls to 
the ground without the knowledge of God,” will not 
the God that gave his only-begotten Son, take care of 
the “church which he hath purchased with his own 
blood?” I think all will answer the question in the 
affirmative. God has a plan in all his works, and does 
not work in vain. The wisdom of the Infinite One 
can be seen in even the smallest and the most minute 
thing known to human intelligence. Science demon- 
strates this with each passing year. Each event in the 
unfolding of God’s providence is a part of the divine 
plan. God is the Supreme Ruler of the universe, and 
his hand is in the government of men and nations, as 
in the control of all the worlds that roll in space. 
When we reach this conclusion we are at rest; our 
hearts feel that we have our feet on the solid rock; 
without this conviction we drift,and wonder what the 
end will be. God rules, and do not forget it. He will 
make even the wrath of men to praise him. We may 
not fathom the plan of the Eternal Goodness.

The enslavement and the liberation of Israel from 
the bondage of Egypt, and their settlement in the land 
of promise, was all a part of the plan to build upa 
state in which the hand that led them out of Egypt 
should have supreme homage—“a peculiar people’ — 
and the God-thought should be the thought that 
should ennoble them asa nation. The God-plan was a 
nation first, and then a church, and each was to repre- 
sent advancement—human progression. The history 
of our race is a cycle of endless progression, with few 
exceptions. The exceptions that I have time to name 
were before the flood and were before the Reformation. 
The church of God was the highest and the best in- 
strumentality that divine wisdom has ever devised for 
the development and the advancement of all that is 
noble, grand, and God-like in man. No man has ever 
reached the altitude of a// the gospel or the church 
was and is designed to do for the human race. 

God sent his Son to introduce the church. No man 
could do the work; for no man then and no man now 
can understand and demonstrate all that the church 
of Christ or God has done and will do for a sin- 
cursed world. God sent his Son—a Son in the highest 
sense in which it was and is possible for God to 
have a Son—to introduce his kingdom or church. “The 
great Teacher of the valley and the mountain” found 
man, made in the image of God, in many respects but 
afew steps in advance of barbarism. And this was 
the “chosen people” of God—a people that had all the 
light of Moses, and enjoyed the sacred oracles and the 
ministrations of the prophets, and the temple on 
“Mount Moriah.” All the other nations are infinitely 
below them in all that made man a representative of 
all that ennobled the great Teacher of Galilee, or the 
man like the seer of Patmos that leaned on and loved 
Jesus. Babylon and Assyria had seen better days, but 
the sun of a higher civilization had with them gone 
down forever. The ruins of Balbec tell the grandeur 
of Assyrian civilization, but from that magnificent and 
wonderful temple of the sun no light flames or corrus- 
cates to lift man to a conception of God or duty to man. 

Egypt, the land of libraries, such as the ages never 
knew, rested under the shadows of the pyramids, look- 
ed with wonder at the sphinx, and the mighty mono- 
liths that towered by the side of the river, that floated 
the frail ark in which rested in safety the infant Moses. 
That was in the plan of God to lead man on and on 
“till the kingdoms of this world become the kingdoms 
of the Lord and his Christ.” 
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-Land of wonders, how are the mighty fallen! Well 
may Napoleon say, “Forty centuries look down upon 


you!” Thebes, with its one hundred gates, Karnack’ 


and Trufor tell us of the grandeur of the kingdom of 
the Pharaohs. Grandly if not in sorrow, clothed in 
darkness and in degradation and death, it waited, all 
unconscious of the advent of One that the angels 
greeted with the sweetest song the earth has ever 
heard, “Glory to God in the highest, and on earth 
peace, and good will toward men.” If the land of 
the pyramids, temples, and monoliths ever again 
sees the light of God and of human progression 
the great Healer of Galilee will heal them of the 
many ills that curse them as a people. God send the 
light, the truth, the love! And what shall open to 
Greece the lesson of her better days? Will it not be 
One that shall stand once again in the place of the seer 
of Asia, and on Mars hill say, “The days of this igno- 
rance God winked at?” ‘Arise and shine, for the light 
has come, and the glory of the Lord has risen upon 
thee.” 

The church was and is God’s instrumentality to bless, 
lift up, evangelize, and save the world. He has but 
one way; he has but one church. It is not our 
church; it is his church; it is the church of the liv- 
ing God. This church has one Head, and not many. 


Christ is the head of the one church. Victoria, of 


England, may be the head of the church of all the 
British realm, but she is not the head of the church 
of Christ. The Czar of all the Russias may be the 
head of the Greek Church, and may order and honor 
the Greek Church, but he is not and never will be the 
head of the church of Christ. His Holiness, the Pope 
of Rome, is recognized as the pontifical head of the 
church of Rome, or ‘the Catholic Church, but he is 


not, with all his honors, the head of the church of 


Christ. Christ will remain the head of the church till 
he shall deliver up the kingdom of God, even the Fa- 
ther, that God may be all in all. God will honor the 
“Crucified of Calvary,’ the Wonder of the ages as the 
head of the church, for he has said, “Every tongue 
shall confess that Jesus Christ is Lord, to the glory of 
God the Father.” 

Christ is not only the head of the church, but he is 
the Truth, the Life, and the Way.. He is the divine 
Exampler. He came to reveal the way, and to direct 
us in that way. He is our pilot and the pilot of the 
church of God; the life-boat of salvation. Who are 
members of the one church of which Jesus the Christ of 
God is the head? All that are received of God. “All 
washed by the washing of regeneration, and renewed 
by the Holy Ghost.’’ Any one church that calls itself 
the church of God, that refuses to receive any one that 
God has received, is not the church of God, for no 
church has the right to refuse any one that God has 
forgiven and Christ received. God opens the door of 
his own church, and does not want that any should 
hinder weak ones that are ready to perish. “Him that 
is weak in the faith receive ye, but not to doubtful dis- 
putations.” The church of God was designed for a 
a home, an asylum, for all that love God. The church, 
to meet the will of the divine Founder, should be a 
house of prayer for all people. The real church and 
the ideal church should open at the demand and want 
of all needy and God-seeking men and women, as did 
the gate of the prison at the tread of the God-fearing 
apostles. ‘God has made of one blood all the nations 
of men that dwell on the face of the earth.” Can we 
not say that God has made «// redeemed souls one vast 
brotherhood, the family of God, whose names are writ- 
ten in heaven? I hail the thought. 

In the coming age in the great world of the hereafter 
the long wandering of the church in the barren fields 
of denominationalism shall come to a close, and the 
prayer of the divine Teacher shall purge all hearts. 
Will we not labor to have our hearts in harmony with 
the thrice-repeated prayer of Christ “that his disciples 
may be one, as he and the Father are one?” The life- 
boat is sent out in the hour of danger to save the 
tempest-tossed and those that are ready to perish. The 
gospel of Christ is the life-boat of God, and Christ is 
the Captain of our salvation and is ready to save to the 
uttermost all that will come unto him. We must man 
the life-boat, and, like Grace Darling, save the perish- 
ing. 

The church has had its dark days. But the dark 
days were not the days when the hand of the oppressor 
was reaching out to crush the church. The hand of 
oppression and the malice of persecution have been 
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the hours,when the church has been as.an army array- 
ed with banners. As in the fiery fufnace the three 
Hebrew worthies were safe, and the form of the fourth 
was with them; so the angel of the Lord has encamped 
around the persecuted to deliver them. The darkest 
days the church has ever known have been the days 
when the church so-called has been the oppressor and 
persecutor. The human race in all ages ot the world’s 
history has been prone to wander from God. The 
scene at the base of Mount Sinai is one fact in demon- 
stration ot the position. 

In less than three hundred years after the death of 
Christ, Christianity had gone into all the world, if we 
can accept the page of history as reliable. The writ- 
ings of the “apostolic fathers’’ indicate that all the 
world had heard the story of the One that died on the 
cross of Calvary. The religion of the Nazarene filled 
Jerusalem with the doctrine. Saul the persecutor be- 
comes Paul the apostle, and is the persecuted. Grand 
and imposing sight! as at Antioch, where the disciples 
were first called Christians, and at Ephesus, at Athens, 
and at Rome, he preaches the gospel of Christ, and 
dies to prove his faith in the Jesus that died on the 
cross.

A GREAT QUESTION.—No. 18.

Perhaps there is no greater question of concern to a 
sinner in this life than the certainty of his being a 
rightful heir or partaker of pardon for past sins. It is 
not safe to the soul of the individual, to the true in- 
terests of the church of Christ, nor to the world itself, 
that any idea or promise of pardon or remission of sins, 
as by the grace of Christ, should be presumed to be for 
any, without such repentance and conversion as shall 
cause life in all its interests and identities to be thor- 
oughly given to Christ. The spirit and motives of a 
person are no more required by the gospel as due to 
divine control than his identities and professions are. 
Therefore in the primitive church, under the immedi- 
ate teaching of the apostles, and they following the ex- 
ample of Jesus, confession before men was a positive 
prerequisite to salvation. 

The promise of pardon or remission of sing, to every 
one to whom the promise belongs, is as sure as the 
throne of God. But to whom does it belong? This 
is a question, to every man, of transcendant importance. 
No disputable answer, no uncertain answer, should be 
ever given or ever accepted. It must be admitted— 
and it is admitted—by the most intelligent of those 
who preach baptism as ‘“‘a remitting ordinance,” that the 
condition of mind and heart may be such in a person 
seeking remission of sins in baptism as to exclude any 
supposition of the grace of pardon. If it were God's 
plan to pardon thus, and yet some who tried it must 
fail because of unfitness, unknown to themselves and 
yet known to God, their baptism would bea misfortune 
too difficult to be remedied. They would suppose 
themselves pardoned while yet condemned, and no man 
on earth could inform them of their mistake. A ter- 
rible trap! It is safe to say that God never set that 
trap. : 

Is reliance upon an extraordinary change of feelings 
warranted? I have heard persons, at various times 
and in various places, declare that they knew they were 
forgiven for their past sins, when I knew, and the 
world knew, that they dealt dishonestly with their 
neighbors. 1 did not doubt their feelings, but God 
and knows whether men are honest, and honestly choose 
seek a Christ-like life and character. He does not rush 
into such mistakes, nor can he be led into them, even 
by millions of prayers. Are there not in the churches 
of the land, or among professed Christians, countless 
thousands who are as fruitless of a living service to the 
cause of righteousness as dead and leafless trees? who 
are free to tell when and where “they were converted?” 
There seems to be a terrible mistake somewhere in the 
teaching as well as in the practice. “God is not 
mocked,” said an apostle of Christ. It is surely time 
to consider it well. A theory that.a mere change of 
feeling is conversion, has too long deceived sinners, and 
ruined churches by filling them with proselytes who, 
in a true sense, were never c$nverted to Christ. Those

PASTORATES. 

“Fifteen years in one pulpit, for continuous Sabbath 
labor, is long enough for church and pastor—is probably 
too long.” 

Perhaps not. Let there be no strife on either side. 
It is not a one-sided question. Some men must needs 
not stop long as pastors. Others can hardly begin un- 
der two or more years, and they have a life of a tree in 
them. Let there be no contention. If A thinks it is 
best for him not to tarry long it is his right. If B re- 
mains with the same church “fifteen years,” or four 
times fifteen, it is his ‘‘inalienable” right to work to his 
uttermost strength, adding a golden link or two in the 
way of NEW sermons each week. If the pastor and 
people are agreed, let all outsiders keep hands off—no 
throwing stones on either side—ye are brethren. 

It is natural for some men—pastors as well—to get a 
little nervous over their work. They feel that there 
may be some ghost among the flock stirring up uneasi- 
ness. He wantsto know, but no man favors him with 
tidings. It preys upon him. It is better to assume that 
all is well till he has evidencetothe contrary. Churches

The articles of ‘“Rariden” on usurpation of church 
property, and how to prevent it, were read with a 
great deal of interest by myself, and doubtless many 
others. 

For several years past I have been laboring hard for 
the establishment of a Christian Church here, and we 
have now a membership of over eighty persons and a 
good church property. Last spring our church was or- 
ganized, and among its officers were two, chosen as dea- 
cons, who, after their appointment, proved to be “Dis- 
ciple” in belief. One especially was very positive in 
asserting that ‘there is no promise without baptism,” 
and was continually engaged in disputes with members 
and others on baptism and other subjects. The result 
was that some left the church and others who wished to 
come in remained out. 

At last I preached a sermon on “the weightier mat- 
ters,” in which I set forth the principles of the Chris- 
tian Church and showed the spirituality of true Chris- 
tianity, and plainly declared our views of the place of 
baptism, its nature and object. This roused the ire of 
our deaconsaforesaid. The noisy one declared he would 
bring a man to debate the subject with me. He first 
tried to get a Christian preacher to do it, and upon his 
refusal to do so he secured the services of a Disciple 
preacher, Elder Elisha White. He also declared that 
as he had paid liberally toward the building of the 
church he thought he ought to have the right to hire 
a Disciple preacher to occupy the house one-fourth of 
the time. 

The coming debate became the leading topic of con- 
versation in the neighborhood, and the result predicted. 
At last the majority seemed to think White would be 
defeated. Then our deacon said there would be no de- 
bate unless I forced it, and I sawthe plan was to preach 
three sermons and leave the impression that the state- 
ments made in them were unanswerable. ‘The time 
came, and one Saturday evening our sturdy deacon with 
his champion faced a full house. 

At the close of the discourse I arose and said that 
I had been preparing for this for five years past and 
would show how. After holding religious services in 
my barn for one summer a subscription list was drawn 
up and signed by many persons. This was headed: 

“We the undersigned agree to pay the amounts placed 
opposite our names for the purpose of erecting a church 
IAIN OD: ssiccisccescccciaee for holding Sabbath-school and 
religious services therein,...............0+ to be the property 
of a religious society who shall take the Bible as their 
only rule of faith, Christian as their only name, and 
Christian character as their only test of fellowship, but 
not so construing these as to make any form of baptism 
or theological opinion a test of Christian character.” 


My aunt had deeded the land on which the church 
stands for a burial ground and building site, and the 
deed expressly stated that it was for the only proper 
use of the Christian Church, and that whenever it 
ceased to be used for that purpose it reverted to her and 
her heirs, (I am the heir.)

. At the organization of thé church our principles, as 
follows, were written plainly on a large blackboard at 
the back of the speaker’s stand, and are there yet: 
The Bible our only rule of faith and practice. 
Individual interpretation the right and duty of all. 
Christ the founder and head of the church. 

. Christian the only name for his followers. 

. Christian character the only test of fellowship. 

6. Christian love the only bond of union. 

These principles were included in the church cove- 
nant. Trustees had been elected by the church and in- 
corporated under the laws of Ohio, and the articles of 
incorporation showed that the society was organized for 
the purpose of furthering the religious welfare of its 
members and others, and the propagation of its princi- 
ples as above. 

During my remarks I read “Ownership of church 
property defined by courts of law” by “‘Rariden,” for I 
was certain from the remarkable activity of the Disci- 
ples in the neighborhood that they meant to creep in 
and usurp if possible. I then read a series of proposi- 
tions which I declared myself ready to maintain, 
and which I will give in another article, I next de- 
clared our attitude towards other religious denomina- 
tions as one of good will, but that we would hold our 
own and would not be imposed on. 

My remarks were attentively listened to, and I prom- 
ised to defend my position on the conditions of pardon 
the next day at the close of Elder White’s discourses.

THE FREE BAPTISTS AND THE CHRISTIANS; 
CAN THEY UNITE? 


Recently there has been some interest awakened in 
the minds of a few, at least, on the question that heads 
It is said that the desire has been ex- 
pressed by several representing both denominations 
that a union should be formed, and both be merged 
into one body. We take it for granted that, if a union 
could be effected without the sacrifice of principles, it 
would be a step in the right direction; for if the 
Christian world shall ever reach anything like an 
organic unity it must be by the obliteration of denomi- 
national lines. When shall the work begin? 

My opinion may differ very widely from that of my 
brethren, yet an interchange of views can do no harm. 
It seems to me a pity that two denominational organiza- 
tions so similar as those of the Christian and Free 
Baptist should remain apart; that so much should be 
lost in mere denominational friction where labor and 
means could be applied with far more satisfactory 
results. 

In the first place the fundamental principles of the 
two denominations are not essentially different, if I am 
correctly informed. I do not understand that in the 
reception of members with them that there is really 
any infringement of the right of private judgment in 
the. interpretation of the Scriptures, but that their 
members are received upon the evidence of Christian 
character. In their “Treatise on the Faith of the Free 
Baptists” they only claim to set forth the generally re- 
ceived views of the denomination, allowing, as well as 
expecting, difference of opinion on many religious 
ideas. 

Are we essentially different? Our generally received 
views have been published, and once I think by the 
authority of the New England Christian Convention. 
We have made far less prominent than they any 
attempt to define our doctrinal position, but we have 
ever been united with them in demanding a Christian 
experience as the great esssential to church member- 


‘\ship. Our mode of receiving members, in the East at 


least, is not essentially different from theirs. In our 
practices we are one with them. We are one in our 
social services, one in our manner of expression, and 
generally in our love of religious liberty. 

In the above respects there are few if any distinguish- 
ing lines. Why not then aid the publishing, educa- 
tional, and missionary interests of both denominations 
by forming a union in some organic form consistent 
with the freedom of the gospel? Can we afford to 
make the overture and invite to a better acquaintance 
looking to the consolidation of these two branches of 
God’s people into one body, and thereby put in prac- 
tice the union theories we so loudly profess?

“How can you reform any state in God Almighty’s 
world with an old swill-tub for governor, and two or 
three old mash-tubs for supreme court judges? [Great 
applause.] A man who is privately corrupt can never 
be politically pure [great applause], and the first thing 
we did when we wanted to reform Georgia was to put 
God-fearing men in authority, and by the grace of God 
we have the best state in the United States of America. 
You run a freight train through Georgia on Sunday 
and the conductor and the brakemen, and the whole 
crew employed on the train will sleep in jail that night 
[cries of ‘good’ and applause]; and you open a bar- 
room in our state on Sunday and you will sleep in jail 
that night. [Applause.] We have a God and Sunday 
in Georgia, and they are as precious to us as our wives 
and children.”’

MISSION NOTES. 

Lifu is one of the Loyalty Islands. A few years back 

the darkness of barbarism reigned over all. For the 

~ten years ending with 1880 the ten churches, number- 
ing 2,085 members at the latter date, had contributed 
$30,067 for benevolent purposes. This was an average 
of $300 per year to the churches. Within the decade 
they built ten stone chapels, giving the island nineteen 
in all. The population was but 6,576 souls. Within 
the ten years they educated fifty-seven ministers in their 
school of theology, twelve of whom have gone forth to 
other islands as foreign missionaries. Here for us is 
both encouragement for doing and good example in 
doing. One referring to this and similar work, and 
being himself upon the ground, recently exclaimed, 
“Would to God that those who sneer at foreign mission- 
work could only be here to see these things.” 

CATHOLIC WORKERS. 

Easter Sunday, 1885, forty missionaries were sent forth 
in a body by the Jesuits of Rome to labor for their faith 
in equatorial Africa. As a concluding ceremony the 
forty men ascended to the highest step of the altar, 
and standing in a row, the cardinal, the bishops, the 
clergy, and the seminary students all knelt before them 
and humbly kissed the feet of each one in memory of 
the words: “How beautiful are the feet of those who 
bring good tidings.” This superstitious act does not sug- 
gest similar treatment for our missionary in his depart- 
ure, but itsuggests the wisdom of a few farewell meetings 
for him as a means of personal inspiration to himself 
and by which to quicken the enthusiasm of our churches 
on this question. Supposing such meetings were held 
in Suffolk, Irvington, Albany,and New Bedford! They 
could be attended by members and ministers from con- 
tiguous churches, an acquaintance could be formed with 
Bro. Poste, and he could go forth in the consciousness 
that he was followed by the benedictions of the people. 
This would cause a slight delay, but a better final read- 
iness. The local collectors, too, would somewhat swell 
our Foreign Mission fund. What say to this arrange- 
ment? 


Pastors and Editors. 

In every department of work, Christian and secular, 
there is much of dependence. No man alone can con- 
duct successfully any line of work; he must have 
assistance. Hearty, judicious co-operation leads to the 
highest degree of success. The pastor of a Christian 
church is not only a teacher of the people, but also a 
leader. If he plans well and wisely and has the true 
elements of leadership, he will not only go before, but 
will have his people following him heartily; and as one 
success after another is secured, Christian enthusiasm 
runs higher and higher, until that church is widespread 
and Christ-like in its influences. The pastor remem- 
bers constanly that the best work done is on a broad, 
intelligent basis. So he encourages his people in higher 
attainments of Christian intelligence. He looks into 
each home, into each family library; knows what his 
people read, and watches with real interest the growth 
in Christian work as well as of Christian workers. He 
looks to the editor of the religious weekly as one of his 
most valuable aids, and counts him one of his very best 
friends and assistants. The editor must read extens- 
ively and carefully to keep himself abreast of the 
times. He must select prudently such things as will 
interest and benefit his readers. He must write can- 
didly his convictions on the various questions in the 
different departments of Christian work. He must 
answer difficult questions; he must defend; he must 
criticise; he must counsel; he must suggest and advise. 
He. must be a man of decided Christian convictions, 
and ever ready to give a reason for the hope that is 
within him. 

The Bible and the religious weekly constitute a large 
part of the regular reading in many of our homes. 
The pastor preaches the Word Sunday after Sunday. 
Week after week the editor reports the progress of 
Christian work at home and abroad. The sermon is 
often richer and more instructive because of what the 
editor has done so well. The weekly often contains 
many of the pastor's best thoughts. No other two 
classes of Christian workers can, or do, help each 
other more than the pastor and editor. The pastor 


knows the editor’s work is well done in the main, and 
that the latter will help him in his work in many ways

Signboards. 

Vigorous opposition of the liquor dealers to the 
temperance movement is natural, and to be expected, 
for we war against their pecuniary interest; and if you 
touch some men in the pocket you touch them where 
they live. Were these men to exhibit at their places 
of business a truthful signboard, it would read: 
“Delirium tremens, fever disease, pauperism, crime, 
redness of eyes, wounds without cause, rags, wretched- 
ness, despair, and death for sale here.” 

That would be a truthful sign, but it would injure 
their business more than all the temperance organiza- 
tions in existence. The liquor-seller will not even set 
up in his bar-room a specimen of his work; he puts up 
blinds at the doors and screens at the windows to hide 
his work from the passer-by; but the shoemaker and 
the tailor exhibit their work in their windows, and 
show what they have made out of the raw material. 

The tailor, when he has finished a new coat, places 
it where it may be seen by the greatest number of 
customers; when the shoemaker has finished a first- 
class pair of boots he places them in his window, be- 
cause the exhibition tends to increase his trade. With 
the liquor-seller it is quite different. He is ashamed 
of his finished work. With him the raw material is 
always worth more than the finished article. Were he 
to exhibit that he would lose his trade. No wonder 
he is ashamed to exhibit his work—Gough’s Platform 
Lectures.

WHAT IS CHRIST TO YOU? 


“What think ye of Christ? Whose Son is he?’’ said 
the Master, as for a moment he turned upon those who 
doubted and caviled at his doctrine. It would be 
difficult to conceive of a more important question, or 
urs-| Of one more pertinent to those, who, in assumed com- 
petency, would consider and determine moral and 
Pe | spiritual questions before having considered and 
settled the question of the Messiahship of Christ. 
The point is, that until a man has accepted Jesus 
personally, by faith, he is disqualified, and can not 
either think or speak intelligently upon spiritual in- 
terests. Other questions may be important,—thrill- 
ingly so,—but their importance is relative, coming 
after, and depending upon the decision given relative 
to Christ. This is the central and pivotal question, 
“What” (or how) “think ye of Christ?” What is he 
to you? For as this question is recognized and an- 
swered, all other moral and spiritual questions will 
relate themselves and give their true significance. 
To theorize upon the subject, to accept simply current 
definitions, avails nothing in this case. Any thought 
of Christ which is merely an intellection leaves no 
resident ideas or practical results. One may in theory 
accept Christ as ‘very and eternal God;’’ another as 
“the Son of God;” and yet another as ‘the Supreme 
Man of special endowment.’ But what matters it, so 
long as in each case the thought is on the surface— 
simple acquiescence? The old habits of sin retain 
their hold, the character is untouched, the life un- 
transformed. 

To be effectual, thought must be deep and abiding, 
settling into profound convictions, which in the im- 
perialism of their truthfulness shall grasp the scepter 
in the soul and dominate the life. Have we, as indi- 
viduals, such thought of Christ? What is he—not to 
others, but to us? What is he to you and me in 
thought, heart, and life? How trivial and insignificant 
are all questions relative to God and man, sin and 
redemption, character and destiny, until first this great 
question is answered, “ What think ye of Christ?” 

Human doctrines with reference to Christ may vary; 
but so long as a man’s theory is the honest expression 
of the interior light which God has given, or if he have 
no special theory on this subject at all—so long as the 
person, the spirit, and the truth of Jesus Christ are 
accepted in heart and incorporated in life, that man is 
“in Christ,” and the Divine Spirit will be his guide 
into all correlative truth. 

In the highest sense, thought is a character-produc- 
ing and character-determining power, and only as such 
is it worthy of us morally and spiritually; and in the 
same measure of interest -and thoughtfulness with 
which we consider and determine the question of our 
Lord, ‘‘ What think ye of Christ?” in the same meas- 
ure of importance and significarce will all correlative 
interests be interpreted to our spirits. 





STARTLING INTERROGATIONS???? 


In the editorial notes of the New York Independent 
of January 14th, the following very interesting ques- 
tious are presented for consideration and answer: 

“The admirable plan of the Presbyterian and Re- 
formed missions in Japan ought to be adopted in other 
fields and by other denominational families. Why can 
not missions unite on denominational lines? What 
sense is there in having a Northern Presbyterian, a 
Southern Presbyterian, a Reformed Presbyterian, a 
Scottish Presbyterian, an English Presbyterian Church 
in any foreign field? Why should several Methodist 
missions strive to form separate Methodist Churches in 
the same country? Are their divisions a glory to 
them?” 

One of the problems which the thoughtful heathen (?) 
have never been able to solve is the recognized divis- 
ions among Christians. These unchristianized bar- 
barians (?) have in many instances presented these 
queries to the missionaries. They have said: “ You 
all talk about men as sinners, of Jesus Christ as the 
sinner’s Savior, of God as our Father, and heaven as 
our future home, if we believe in Christ and do the 
will of God. You say these are all the essential points, 
and you all agree in them. Now, why is it that your 
little books [creeds] do not read alike? Why is it that 
one says, My church is the best; and another says, If 
you want to be saved, you must unite with my church? 
Why do you not all work together in one church? 
Why are you divided?” 

If any minister of Christ has ever anewered these 


queries, justifying denominationalism logically and 
scripturally, the editor of this paper will pay hand- 
somely for a copy of that defense. We have read of 
one instance, at least, where Christian missionaries (?) 
were repulsed by unchristian heathen (?) because of 
their divisions, and admonished that they could not 
remain as religious teachers unless they could work 
together harmoniously! 

Why, indeed? ‘“ What sense is there in having a 
Northern Presbyterian, a Southern Presbyterian, a Re- 
formed Presbyterian, a Scottish Presbyterian, an En- 
glish Presbyterian Church in any foreign field?” What 
sense is there in having any Presbyterian Church as such 
anywhere in the foreign or home field? There is justas 
much sense, philosophy, and scripture for having these 
Presbyterian Churches in the foreign field as there is 
for having them anywhere. What is true of Presby- 
terianism is equally true of Methodism, and all denom- 
inationalism, as such, under heaven, and we are very 
sure there is no such thing in heaven. 

“Are their divisions a glory to them?’ asks the 
Independent. Well, we suppose so. It is reasonable 
to suppose that under similar conditions human na- 
ture is about the same everywhere. The missionary 
has an equally good right to glory in his denomination- 
alism as his brother minister at home; and that both 
do “glory in divisions” is evident from the fact that 
both are busy either in multiplying or perpetuating 
these divisions among the spiritual children of the 
One Heavenly Father. 

The suggestion offered is, that ‘‘the admirable plan 
of the Presbyterian and Reformed missions in Japan 
be adopted in other fields and by other denominational 
families. Why can not missions unite on denomina- 
tional lines?” 

Now, if it be true, as these most competent judges 
declare (and by the interested party the testimony is 
given), that division in the Christian Church is bad, 
that in every way it works evil, and some unification 
must take place if missions are to succeed, why not to 
the same extent unify at home for the same reasons? 
And if a little union among the children of God is 
“admirable,” would not a complete union be glorious? 

If division in the family of Christians is evil at all, it 
is for the reason that it is evil in principle, and not 
simply because it does not show up the best results 
practically. The word of God proclaims no principle 
of action which is not practical with the very best re- 
sults; and if our denominational friends have finally 
settled it that the principle of sectism does not work 
well, but always disastrous, in their efforts to win and 
educate the race for heaven, they should ask no farther 
evidence that it is not of God. 

If it be true that the principle of denominationalism 
in the church is not taught in the word of God, and if 
it be true that “all scripture given by inspiration of 
God, is profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for correc- 
tion, for instruction in righteousness, that the man of 
God may be perfect, THOROUGHLY FURNISHED unto all 
good works,” then it follows not only that division— 
denominationality—is unnecessary to the “perfect 
furnishing” of the worker for God, but that it is, as 
a principle, anti-scriptural and ungodly. 

The advice of our esteemed friend, the Jndependent, 
is good as far as it goes, but it goes just far enough to 
unveil the inconsistency of division and sectism every- 
where and prove the impracticability of the counsel it 
offers. For it is recognized as true that it is very 
much easier to harmonize strangers than to rec- 
oncile estranged brothers. These estranged members 
of denominational families “were once brethren in one 
fold,” and nothing less than the unity of the entire 
church will bring these brethren home. 

The demon of division will not be changed in char- 
acter by having his tail cut off. Decapitate the mon- 
ster, exorcise the foul spirit from every human heart, 
and everywhere, at home and abroad, and let Christians 
all unite to seek the spirit of the blessed Christ who, 
addressing his Father, said: ‘Neither pray I for these 
alone, but for them also which shall believe on me 
through their word: that they all may be one: as thou, 
Father, art in me,and I in thee, that they also may 
be one in us: thatthe world may believe that thou hast 
sent me.”

New York, January 12, 1886. 

The weather, in a country like Egypt, where it never 
changes, is not a proper subject of conversation. For 
an Alexandrian, upon meeting an acquaintance on the 
street, to offer the suggestion that, “it is a fine day,” 
would be meaningless and uninteresting, because all days 
are alike and equally fine. But in a climate such as 
ours there is some excuse for conversation of a meteor- 
ological turn, since we rarely have as many as two 
days which bear any especial resemblance to each 
other. To be sure there is no particular excuse for our 
constantly informing each other of what we already 
know. If one is frozen stift, or parboiled, or, soaked 
with rain, it can not add to his comfort very materially 
to inform him that it is very cold, or hot, or wet, as 
the case may be. That is a good deal like adding 
insult to injury. But since every one talks of the 
weather upon every possible occasion, and that so 
persistently that the habit can not be broken or even 
checked, we must conclude that there is some inerad- 
icable cause which accounts for it, and that it is all 
right, in the sense that it ought not to be wondered at, 
since whatever mankind has always done under given 
conditions, and persists in doing so long as those con- 
ditions inhere, is much better accepted philosophically 
than growled about, with no power to change it. 

I suppose that most persons open a conversation with 
some remark about the weather for much the same 
reason that a timid young gentleman prefers to hold 
his hat in his hand while he calls upon you—it gives 
him something to do with his hands, which are very 
much in the way the moment he becomes conscious of 
them, and feels the necessity of disposing of them 
gracefully and comfortably. The weather gives us 
something to do with our tongues until we can switch 
off upon some more interesting subject. 

We have a great deal of weather in New York. 
Perhaps, being in such a large city, we ought to expect 
more than other persons. Sometimes, however, we 
have more than we can comfortably manage. It comes 
in such quantities, such variety and continuity, that 
the market is glutted. If we could dump our surplus 
into the bay as we do watermelons in the summer 
season, and so get rid of it, we would fare better; bur 
we can not do that, for the bay usually has all it can 
hold. There is nothing for it but that we must 
stand it. 

We’ have had little weather “to speak of,” as the 
man said of his religion, until a few days ago, 

When the wind it blew, 

And the snow it snew, 
until our streets were well-nigh impassable, and our 
ears and noses tingled at the sharp salutation of Mr. 
J. Frost. The cold “spell’’ still continues; the snow, 
though many days old, lying like fine powder upon the 
ground, or being sent in flying clouds through the air 
and down the backs of our necks. 

The suffering among the poor is always greatly in- 
creased by such severe weather as we are now having. 
Those whom one sees walking the streets day and night 
so thinly clad that feet and body are practically ex- 
posed to the elements are pitiable objects; not the less 
so because, in most every instance, the money which 
would have clothed and housed them comfortably has 
gone into the till of the rum-seller who kicks them 
into the street. 

It seems to be a common opinion that cold weather is 
healthiest in winter, but I am sure that is a mistake. 
In such weather as this the horrible tenement houses, 
reeking with every kind of human filth, and crowded 
with human beings—four and five or more in each 
room—are closed tightly against the piercing air and 
are, hence, utterly unventilated, as they very poorly 
are at best. Every night, now, the police stations are 
literally stuffed with tramps. It would knock you 
down to go into the sleeping-room of one of our police 
stations at midnight, where the floor is covered to the 
last inch with snoring, dirty humanity, who surround 
a red-hot stove. All this crowding of people into de- 
oxygenized atmosphere must, inevitably swell the 
death rate. Far better have warmer weather, in 
which people can throw open their windows during a 
portion of each day for a little fresh air. They say 
that a green Christmas makes a full church-yard; but, 
for my part, I can not but thank God for a green 
Christmas, when J consider the poor in this city, 


- It is a curious fact that the thermometer in New 
York is usually several degrees higher than in the sur- 
rounding country. And yet it isn’t curious, when you 
remember the enormous quantities of coal which are 
burning here always, and the vast volume of animal 
heat which is continually thrown off within the city 
limits. Fancy the amount of warmth which a gentle 
wind wafts from one part of the city to another. 
There are car stables here in which hundreds of horses 
are stalled, which are kept comfortably warm by the 
heat from the horses’ bodies alone, which partially 
illustrates the principle upon which our temperature 
is found to be higher than in less densely populated 
places. 

The Rev. K. A. Hainer labored with my congrega- 
tion during last week, and while there was but one 
convert, he did us much good, and left the impression 
that the Christian Church in Brooklyn is under the 
ministry of a sincere, earnest, Christian gentleman. 
I am laboring with him and his people this week.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 
Wasuinaton, D. C., January 11, 1886. 

The week has been an unusually interesting one in 
Congress. The forty-eight much discussed and prophe- 
sied of House committees were announced to the ex- 
pectant members, and the usual biennial expressions 
of dissatisfaction, disappointment, and allegations of 
blunders made, followed. High tariff men and anti- 
silver men complain that the House has been organized 
against them, and in the interests of the administration. 
Others say that the Speaker has been as conservative, 
wise, and fair as was possible in dealing with three 
hundred and twenty-five egotistic, ambitious politi- 
cians, whose abilities and opinions differ widely on the 
great questions of the day., 

The Edmunds anti-polygamy bill got through the 
Senate fully fledged and was sent to the House for con- 
current action. Should the latter body feel kindly dis- 
posed to it, as it probably will, the “twin relic’ in 
Utah is doomed The terms of the measure place all 
the temporal affairs of the Mormons in the hands of 
fourteen trustees. All immigration companies or or- 
ganizations created by the territorial government are 
abolished, and the Attorney-General is to take steps to 
have the Kmigrating Fund Company wound up. The 
existing election districts of Utah are to be abolished 
and the office of district school superintendent declared 
vacant, besides many more restrictions relating to mar- 
riages and other peculiarities of the Mormons. The 
delegate from that territory, Mr. Caine, was much per 
turbed over the passage of this bill, and remarked 
grimly afterwards that he “guessed Ucah was a part of 
the United States now.” 

Debate io the Senate over the admission of Dakota 
will be resumed soon, and it is likely to prove one of 
the features of the session in both Houses. Some of 
the hardest battles Congress ever had were over the 
admission of new states. The bill will be shrewdly 
argued on both sides. The Republicans of course 
want Dakota. She would seal the Senate hermetically 
against the Democrats for four or six years longer. 
The Democrats remember how, in 1876, the admission 
of Culorado to the sisterhood of states gave the Repub- 
licans just enough votes to elect Mr. Hayes. Itis only 
natural they should look askance at the claims of 
Dakota and resist them until the pressure becomes im- 
perative. Governor Mellette and the two newly 
elected Senators of the territory, Edgerton and Moody, 
are in the city and have attracted a good deal of at- 
tention. The Governor remarked that they had come 
to “stick” until this question is settled. The two 
Senators-elect made their appearance on the floor of 
the Senate, where they had been admitted through a 
resolution of courtesy. Of course, they have to be 
content to sit on the sofas in the rear of the chamber 
for some time yet. 

The avalanche of bills is over now in both ends of 
the Capitol, though on Monday of every week more 
bills will come. About one thousand have been poured 
into the House during the week, making nearly three 
thousand that have been dumped upon the Speaker’s 
table since Congress met. They embrace every possi- 
ble subject of legislation, from the private claim of 
Sarah Jones for a cow killed during the war, to an 
elaborate plan for a new navy. : 

One bill asks for longer sessions of Congress, another 


asks that the widow of General Grant and her cor- 
respondents may write to each other as long as Mrs. 
Grant lives without paying postage. There are a 
dozen bills pending to extend, amend, restrict, or 
abolish the civil service act, and there are dozens of 
bills asking for agricultural experiment stations. One 
important new measure is for higher education by the 
Government. It is a great scheme for a national uni- 
versity, and was presented by Senator Ingalls, of Kan- 
sas. The proposed university is to be located in the 
District of Columbia, and is to be governed by a board 
of regents, consisting of one member from each state, 
appointed by the governor. An important non-secta- 
rian point is made in one section of the bill, and no 
person shall be admitted for regular study and gradua- 
tion who has not received the degree of bachelor of 
arts, or a degree of equal value from some recognized 
institutien. States and territories shall be entitled to 
scholarships in the ratio of one for each Representa- 
tive or delegate and two for each Senator, for five 
years of free instruction. One class of fellowships is 
established open to competing graduates, and another 
open to learned men of all nations who have merited 


distinction.

My Dear Brother,—For a long time prominent 
brethren have deplored the lack of a suitable hand- 
book for special services; particularly as the manuals 
furnished by the denominations have lacked what the 
genius of our people required, and provided much that 
they would be better without. Work in the chair of 
pastoral theology in the Christian Biblical Institute 
has turned my attention to the subject, and finally after 
long and careful preparation I have in press a book of 
“Special Services for Christian Ministers.” Its scope 
appears from the following table of contents: 

Marriage: Brief Service, Service with Scripture 
Lessons, Principal Service with or without ring, Epis- 
copal Service; Organizing a Christian Church; Church 
Covenant; Baptism; Reception of Members; Com- 
munion Service: General, For the Sick; Consecration 
of Children; Dedication of Church; Ordination: 
Deacon, Minister; Installation of Minister; Visitation 
of Sick: Hymns, Scripture; Funerals: Opening Sen- 
tences, Mortality or Confidence, Child, Young Man, 
Young Woman, Virtuous Woman, Aged Person, Sor- 
row Comforted, Holy Living, Hope in Christ, Resur- 
rection, Future Glory; Poetical Extracts; At the 
Grave; Scriptural Benedictions. 

The purposes in preparing this book have been: 
1. To supply a book which Christian ministers can use 
safely, based on the Bible and Christian character. 
2 To arrange for orderliness of service with fullest 
liberty for extemporaneous effort. By a novel ar- 
rangement of the page the minister can use just so 
much or so little of each service as pleases him at the 
moment. 3. To give copious tabulated references with 
titles fur Scripture lessons at dedications, etc., cover- 
ing the most appropriate passages. 4. To furnish three 
or four times the usual amount of Scripture lessons for 
funerals. Competent judges of other denominations 
pronounce this department the best that has yet ap- 
peared. 5. To give hymns for the sick-room and 
eighty poetical extracts for use in the funeral address. 
6. To supply scriptural benedictions selected all the 
way from Numbers to Revelation. 

All services are fresh, especially the three new Mar- 
riage Services, and the Committal Services at the 
Grave. These are adapted to present conditions and 
tastes. 

Prominent brethren who have examined the manu- 
script urge its immediate publication. I will follow 
this advice, and furnish as soon as it can go through 
the press a book of about 130 pages, of usual pocket 
size, bound in dark leather with gilt side and burnished 
red edges for one dollar. If you favor the project 
please write me to that effect. If you emphasize ap- 
proval by inclosing the dollar, so much the better, as 
in that case the book will be forwarded, postpaid, as 
soon as it is issued, which will be in about six weeks. 

It is said that Theopile Gautier lost his election to 
the French Academy because he had written a bad 
book which no man of taste could help reading. If 


all Christian ministers find this book one that they 
can not afford to pass by I trust that [ may have the 
forbearance of the brotherhood.

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MY SECOND 1RIP TO FRANKLINTON, 
NORTH CAROLINA. 

In the winter of 1883-4 I was connected with the 
school at this place as one of the teachers. I enjoyed 
my work very much. Feeling that I was doing my 
heavenly Father’s will in helping to educate a race of 
people who have been for ages kept down below the 
common level of our free American people; feeling 
that my work was not yet accomplished in this direc- 
tion, I have returned the second time. 

On the morning of the 25th of November, 1885, I, 
in company with my little girl, bade adieu to home and 
kindred dear, and started for the southern clime. 
After a long and tiresome journey of two days and 
nights constant travel, going by way of Indianapolis, 
Cincinnati, Richmond, Va., Weldon, N. C., we arrived 
at Franklinton, N. C., Friday morning, the 27th. We 
found Bro. Young and two of the ladies, Misses Helen 
Karl and Lizzie Young, ready to welcome the weary 
travelers; and we were truly glad to meet them. In a 
short time we were ushered into the old familiar 
sitting-room; there we were again welcomed by Misses 
Belle Collum and Ida Fuller, the other lady teachers. 
Thus our family is complete; “seven in all are we,” six 
teachers and our little western missionary girl. Here 
many fond recollections of the past came crowding 
into our memory, and our minds were carried back to 
other days, when we were again brought back by the 
announcement that ‘breakfast is now ready.” After 
having satisfied our hungry appetites with the good 
things of the land, our ear was once more saluted with 
the sound of 

“That old familiar bell, how dear its echoes swell, 

Upon the ear how very dear is the sound of that old bell.” 

Going over to the college, we found many of the 
pupils there who were under our care two years ago; 
but not very many familiar faces that were in the 
higher grades. But we are expecting many more after 
- the holidays. The needs and wants of the Franklinton 
School are many. In behalf of the school, we need 
many more pledges sent to Bros. J. P. Watson, of 
Troy, Ohio, or J. E. Brush, of New York City. Let 
every minister, Kast, West, North, and South, talk 
upon this question among their different churches and 
see what can be done toward raising pledges for 
Franklinton: Institute. I know of many who could 
send one pledge if not more. And those who can not 
send their five-dollar-pledges, let them send whatever 
they can. Remember, the widow's mite given to the 
Lord was more acceptable than all the rest. “He that 
lendeth to the Lord shall be doubly repaid.” Again, 
“The Lord loveth a cheerful giver.”’ 

We not only need our pledges increased, but we need 
clothing for the poor children who would come to 
school, Sunday-school, and church had they the 
proper clothing. The different kind of crops having 
almost entirely failed for three successive summers, 
makes times very hard for those who are trying to 
make a living for themselves and families. We are 
not asking for new clothing (unless some good brother 
or sister would rather give such), but half-worn cloth- 
ing that can be fixed up so as to be comfortable; cloth- 
ing of any kind or quality. Can not or will not some 
good sister take this work in hand and fix up a box or 
barrel and send on a mission trip to Franklinton? 
Talk to your good friends about the matter and see 
what can be done. It makes my heart ache to see poor 
little children suffering for the want of a little assist- 
ance. My prayer is that the good Lord may put it 
into the hearts of some to respond, and that his 
. blessing may follow them in whatever they undertake.

His lamp was 
trimmed and brightly burning, and his death was only a way 
out of the sorrows of time into the joys of eternity. Let his 
friends imitate his virtues, follow his example, and above all 
his Christian life, while the bright light of his pure life shines 
on and on ever illuminating the way. The beautiful charac- 
teristics of his life make him an imperishable treasure in the 
memory and hearts of his bereft friends. His memory is 
blessed, and his works do follow him.

MARSHALL—Eliza Conover Marshall, daughter of Timothy 
and Mary Conover, was born January 5, 1818, and died Decem- 
ber 31, 1885, aged 68 years, lacking 5days. At the age of twenty 
she was united in marriage with James Marshall, March 4, 
1838. To them were born five children, four sons and one 
daughter, allof whom survive her except the daughter, who 
died January 13, 1874. Mrs. Marshall made a profession of re- 
ligion and united with the Christian Church at Franklin, Ohio, 
in 1843, under the ministry of Nathan Worley.

Sister Marshall was blest in being 
spared to see her sons grow to manhood’s estate, to be settled 
in life, to be lovers of Jesus, and filling honored spheres in 
industrial pursuits and professional life—all honored and es- 
teemed among their fellow-men.

The discussion on education was opened by T Emmerson, 
followed by A H Bennett, Elizabeth Aiken, J D Wiggins, RC

moral reform—opened by J D Wiggins, followed by Bro Collins.

—Twenty-four persons perished in 
Kansas by the recent blizzard, and others 
are believed to be missing. 


—A 15,000 gallon tank of refined oil 
of the Standard Oil Company was burned 
at Cleveland, Ohio, on Wednesday last.

—lIn the National House of Representa- 
tives on Friday the Hoar Presidential suc- 
cession bill passed precisely as it came 
from the Senate. It now goes to the 
President for his signature. 


—Dr. Joseph Holt, President of the 
Louisiana State Board of Health, has 
gone to Washington to aid the measure 
for the appointment of a medical com- 
mission to go to Brazil and Mexico for 
the purpose of investigating the systems 
of inoculation pursued there for the 
prevention of yellow fever. 


—The New York Wor/d claims that the 
Board of Aldermen has robbed the city 
of $33,000,000, in the last ten years by 
disposing of horse railroad franchises for 
bribes. It asserts as practically certain 
that the Broadway franchise was given 
away fora bribe of $500,000, by which 
the city loses an income of $2,000,000 a 
year. 


—A bill has been introduced into the 
U.S. Senate to pay the bonds, which are 
to be called in February ist, in silver. 
This would be an important step toward 
bringing the silver question to a head. 
Anybody who supposes that a currency 
which is really worth but eighty cents to 
the dollar can be forced upon the com- 
munity in any large quantity, and not 
make trouble, has a good deal yet to 
learn.

Before noon all 
the students were made at home in 
hospitable families. The building was 
of brick and will be rebuilt as soon as 
spring opens.
